Scalloped Lamb

Browned Lamb Stew 


2-3 pounds lean lamb, (neck, 

flank} breast or shoulder) 

2 tablespoons fat 

1 medium onion—finely chopped 
or sliced.

1 cubed carrot 

4 cups water or 

2 cups tomato juice and 

3 cups water 

1 teaspoon Worcestershire sauce 
Salt and pepper 


Wipe and trim meat and cut into 
pieces about 2 inches square. Melt 
fat. Cook’ onion in fat until slightly 
browned. Add meat rolled in flour 
and brown in hot fat, Put meat 
and onion into covered saucepan. 
Add water and tomato juice and 
‘simmer for one hour. Add veget- 
ables and cook'slowly until meat 
and vegetables are tender. To 
thicken add flour mixed with cold 
water! Cook for several minutes, 
stirring constanty; season with salt 
and pepper before servinr. 


Tomato Dumplings 


2 cups flour 

3 teaspoons ‘baking powder

Sift dry ingredients. Add tomato 
juice to make stéff- drop batter. 
Combine well. Drop by tablespoons 
on top of stew.

This recipe may be made into de- 
licious individual patties for frying 
or broiling, by the addition of an 
extra % cup of milk.

Brown chops on both sides, add 
vegetables, seasoning, and hot wa- 
ter.

After a great deal of planning 
and money raising, the Barons 
community hall has at last got un- 
der way. Early last spring a com- 
munity meeting was called, and it 
was the wish of the community that 
the Barons W.I. take charge of so- 
liciting funds. Just recently they 
have announced that sufficient 
funds have been collected to start 
the hall and an organization was 
formed under the same name of the 
Barons Community Hall Club.. Har- 
old Turner was elected as president 
and Milson Hodgson as_ treasurer. 
Mrs. A. Lyon is secretary of the or- 
ganization. The committee have 
started work on the gathering of 
materials to erect the hall. The 
old brick school building has been 
purchased from the Barons Con- 
solidated school.and is being torn 
down and materials salvaged to be 
used in building the hall. All work 
is being donated by the farmers of 
the district and the village  resi- 
dents: The old school has not been 
in use since 1930, but has long been 
a landmark in the village as it was 
erected in 1911, and most of the 
younger people of the district re- 
ceived their education tnere. Close 
to two thousand dollars has been 
collected in the district toward the 
hall fund and dances, etc., are being 
sponsored from time to time to add 
to the fund.

THE PREVENTION OF THIN 
SHELLED EGGS 


(Experimental Farms Note) 


The revenue obtained from the 
farm poultry flock is unfluenced by 
the number and quality of eggs pro- 
duced. The occurrence of soft or 
thin shelled eggis causes a consider- 
able loss to the flock owner, espec- 
jally during the winter months. The 
cause of faulty shelled eggs is usu- 
ally due to the ration. With a large 
proportion of eggs required for ex- 
port, it is pawficularly important 
that the shells are sufficienty strong 
to withstand the additional hand- 
ling and shipping. Eggs with strong 
shells of good texture are also su- 
perior for hatching purposes. 


Egg shells are made almost en- 


tirely of calcium carbonate and the 
first essential in avoiding thin 
shells is to provide an adequate 
supply of calcium to laying stock. 
The most common method of sup- 
plying this is to keep a small self- 
feeder in the pen filled with oyster 
shell or other high calcium feed. 
Sometimes laying stock refuse to 
consume oyster shell or other min- 
eral in sufficient quantities for high 
egg production. When this occurs, 


two or three pounds of pulverized 
oystcr shell can be included in each 
hundred pounds of dry mash. Bone 
meal is also good for the same pur- 
pose. The addition of one or both 
of theze minerals to the dry mash 
is a means of compelling the birds 
to consume more calcium. 


To ensure the efficient use of the 
calcium supplied to laying birds 
during the winter months, it is now 
considered essential to provide an 
adequate amount of vitamin D in 
the ration. This is accomplished 
by including cod liver oil or other 
feeding oil in the dry mash. About 
two per cent by weight is a suitable 
amount. 


More recent investigations show 
that the addition of a small amount 
of manganese sulphate to the ra- 
tion will improve the quality of egg 
shells. The amount recommended 
is very small, being only four oun- 
ces per ton of feed, and the cost is 
only a few cents. To obtain an ever 
distribution of manganese in the 
dry mash it is necessary to mix it 
first with one of the ingredients 
such as the meat and then add the 
meat meal to the main mixture. 
Thorough mixing is necessary.

You are only spreading it and mak- 
ing it more difficult for later treat- 
ment. 

Don’t be ashamed of it. Don’t 
try to hide it or forget about it. See 
a doctor at once. Let nothing de- 
lay you because the delay is dan- 
gerous. Thousands of lives would 
be saved every year if it were not 
for the delay. Don’t wait for pain 
to occur with the idea that if it 
isn’t painful it cannot be cancer. 
Unfortunately, early cancer is not 
painful. 

Don't put off consultation on ac- 
count of expense. If you are need- 
ed by your family it is all the more 
reason for looking after yourself.
